The Royal Visit— 

Ottawa, April 27th— It is just three 
weeks now to the arrival of the King 
and Queen in this country. Prepara- 
tions except for minor details, seem to 
be practically completed, ‘he Interde- 
partmental committee looking alter 
these preparations have been very 
busy, and have been at intervals giv- 
ing to the press, summaries of the 
programs at the various towns and 
cities on the royal route across Vana- 
da, Whether the Dominion parliament 
will have finished the work of the ses- 
sion by the time Their Majesties ar- 
rive in Ottawa is still uncertain, Every 
one would like to see the sovereign 
prorogue parliament, the first time 
this has occurred in the Dominion, 
But the work of parliament has to go 
on, and there is still a heavy agenda 
of legislation to be discussed. ‘here 
are the comprehensive new deal in 
Agriculture, electoral reform and the 
budget as well as other measures, F 

In any event the King will sign sev-, 
eral bills that have passed parliament 
by the time he arrives in the Capital. 
On its way through the senate now is, 
a bill, already through the commons,! 
which makes it constitutional for the, 
royal signature to be affixed to Cana- 
dian legislation, alongside the seal of 
Canada, Hitherto the regulations pro- 
vided only for the signature of King’s 
representative, 

There will be much ceremonial in all 
cicties, befitting the occasion with 
salutes, guards of honor, functions by 
federal, provincial and municipal offi-' 
cials, but most important to the indiv- 
idual citizen will be the drives of 
Their Majesties through the various 
centres where the people of Canada ! 
particularly the children, may be able 
to get a good view of the sovereigns 
of the British Commonwealth, At this 
moment the program only up to the 
capital has been issued to the press. 
Details have been given of the arrival 
of the Repulse at Quebec the welcome 
of Their Majesties by the Prime Min- 
ister of Canada, the Lieutenant CGov- 
ernor and Premier of Quebec and oth- 
er officials and the federal provincial 
and municipal functions at Quebec, 
Their Majesties will stay at the Cita- 
del the night of their arrival. ‘he wel- 
coming ceremonies and municipal din- 
ner at Montreal and the various func- 
tions during the four day stay at Ot- 
tawa are also described, The unveiling 
of the national war memorial will be 
an outstanding event of the visit to 
the capital, There will be broadcasts 
by the King at 1.45 p.m. on May 15 
from Quebec; at 2.45 p.m, on the 18th 
at Ottawa when His Majesty is unvell- 
ing the memorial; on May 19th by the 
Queen when she is laying the corner- 
stone of the new Supreme Court build- 
ing. There will be the Empire se 
broadcast from Winnipeg by the King 
on May 24th at3 pm, a _ further 
broadcast from Victoria at 6 May 30th 
and at Halifax at 12.30 p.m. on June 


30th, when Their Majesties are _ bid- 
ding farewell to Canada,

Governments are effectively mobiliz 
ing instruments of war. Cannot peo- 
ples marshall the forces of peace and 
make effective in national policies 
their instinctive feeling that what un- 
ites them is greater than anything that 
divides? Cannot the woice of a com- 
mon hunmanity be empowered to bold 
the crime of war im check? Canuot the 
Peoples communicate to one another 
the truth about themselves and their 
Own desire for peace? Sir Waliord 
Davies in a letter to the London 
Times proposes that this be done by 
radio He urges eloquently that broad- 
Casting could dispel, for example two 
libela— “That hatred of killing the in- 
nocent is not shared by those under, 
totalitarian rule; and that our desire 
not to kill and be killed is mere desire 
for national ease.”
